Elba Mayor Tangles With Police 


Mayor Robert Folsom sus- 
pended Policeman Pete Daugh- 
erty without pay Tuesday after- 
noon and reinstated him min- 
utes later. The reason stated 
on typed letter of suspension 
was “‘disrespect to the Mayor 
of Elba at a meeting relative 
to a complaint by Mr. 
(name omitted by CLIPPER) 
on July 26, 1977, at 1:20."’ Fol- 
som tore the letter up before 


placing it in Daugherty's -file’ 


and told him to go back to 
work. 

The story of what happened 
has been pieced together as 
follows, quoting those invol- 
ved in various parts of the 
incident: Daugherty and his 
wife were visiting in the home 
of the caretaker of Camp 
Humming Hills, the girl scout 
camp north of Elba. (We know 
they visit back and forth as we 
have seen the two couples in 
various places). A car drove 
into the scout camp PAST 
posted signs. The caretaker, 
Mr. Ray Barnett, yelled at the 
car to stop and reportedly it 
did for a few seconds. How- 
ever, the car (with no tag and 
several people in it) went on 
into the scout reservation and 
Barnett jumped into his truck 
and chased the car. Daugherty 
was asked to join him and did. 
When they cut across an open 
field and stopped the car, 
Barnett got out with his pistol 
drawn and said he didn’t know 
what to expect. Daugherty (who 
was in civilian clothes) said 
he picked his pistol up off the 
seat from where they had been 
shooting snakes and stuck it 
in his belt. When Barnett saw 
he had stopped two teenage 
couples, he also put his gun 
away and preceeded to talk with 
the driver. After checking the 
youth’s license and asking him 
why he didn't pee the ear, he 
was instructed to leave. 

The teenage boy in the back 
seat pointed to Daugherty and 


said he knew him and wasn't 


he a policeman for the City of 
Elba, and Daugherty acknow- 
ledged he was. 

Tuesday the father of one 
of the youths visited Mayor Ro- 
bert Folsom and complained 
of an Elba policeman being out 
of his territory. Folsom then 
called Daugherty into the office, 
along with City Clerk Jack 
Prescott and Police Chief M. 
W. Johnston. According to more 
than one Source of information, 
Folsom proceeded to read the 
riot act to Daugherty, who 
contended he was not out of 
line and was doing what he did 
as a private citizen in view 
of the happenings at girl scout 
camps in Oklahoma and Flori- 
da. When Folsom continued 
to “accuse Daugherty of 
wrong-doings, Daugherty had a 
few words to say and left 
slamming the door as he left. 
This is the point where Fol- 
som had the letter of suspen- 
sion typed 

Folsom then called the man 
making the complaint and said 
there would be a hearing on 
the matter When the man 
said he didn't want to make 
any trouble, Folsom withdrew 
the suspension. in spite of the 
fact it was for ‘‘disrespect’’ 
and not for the incident. 

Upon hearing of the inci- 
dent Barnett (camp  care- 
taker) went to City Hall and 
confirmed everything Daugher- 
ty had told Folsom. Reported- 
ly Folsom talked ‘‘rough’’ to 
Barnett (even though Barnett 
doesn’t live in Elba nor is the 
camp in the police jurisdiction 
of Elba). When Barnett stated 
that ‘‘if this is the way things 
are going, I will just go ahead 
and take out warrants against 
the teenagers for trespassing " 
Folsom told him (in front of 
witnesses) that if he did get 
the warrants, Daugherty would 
again be suspended! There was 
no word at press time as to 


whether the warrants had been 


sworn out. 

Barnett told Folsom it was 
his responsibility to keep un- 
authorized people out of the 
camp. Daugherty often worked 
up there donating his time to 
cut bushes and put up tents. 
Scout officials in Montgomery 
had personally expressed their 
thanks to Daugherty for 
this, etc. 

We also have one report 
that Folsom sent word to Daugh- 
erty, by another party, that he 
would not do any more off duty 
donation work at the girl scout 
camp!

$42,000 From Gifts 


The Evergreen Cemetery 
Perpetual Care Fund now 
stands at a total of $42,000, 
which is kept in a trust fund 
in a Montgomery bank. 

With no special drive under- 
way, checks have been re- 
ceived recently, ranging in 
value from $100 to $500, with 
a number of memorial contri- 
butions being sent in also.

HEARING AID BUY 
MUST GET EXAMS 


Federal Food and Drug Ad- 
ministration (FDA) regulations 
requiring hearing aid  pur- 
chasers to have a medical eval- 
uation become effective August 
15, and the Alabama Board of 
Hearing Aid Dealers reviewed 
the regulations at a _ recent 
meeting in Montgomery. 

The board was created by 
the 1971 Legislature to regulate 
and license hearing aid dealers 
in Alabama. 

Board Chairman K. Louis 
Azar of Huntsville explained 
that a prospective hearing aid 
purchaser will have to get a 
statement from a physician, 
preferably an ear specialist, 
indicating the person is a can- 
didate for a hearing aid. If 
the prospective buyer of the 
hearing aid is 18 or older, the 
medical requirement may be 
waived, Azar continued, but 
the hearing aid dealer may not 
encourage the client to sign-a 
waiver. Individuals under 18 
must have a medical evaluation. 

Hearing aid dispensers will 
have to advise prospective pur- 
chasers to consult a physician, 
preferably an ear specialist, 
if any of eight readily identi- 
fiable conditions exist, Azar 
declared. 

Azar emphasized that phy- 
sicians are not required to 
prescribe or certify that a 
patient may be helped by use 
of a hearing aid, but will have 
to furnish a written statement 
saying the patient’s hearing loss 
has been medically evaluated 
and the patient may be con- 
sidered a candidate for a hear- 
ing aid. The medical evalua- 


tion is intended to prevent the’ 


use of a hearing aid being sub- 
stituted for primary medical 
or surgical treatment.

These were: Barbour, 
Bibb, Blount, Butler, Chamb- 
ers, Chilton, Clay, Coffee, 
Coosa, Elmore, Escambia, 
Fayette, Greene, Henry, 
Lamar, Lee, Lowndes, Monroe, 
Montgomery, Perry, Pickens, 
Randolph, Russell, Shelby, 


Tallapoosa and Tuscaloosa. 
Twenty-seven counties for 
which the program had been 
requested were denied ap- 
proval. In ten counties, the 
County Emergency Board had 
indicated the need for live- 
stock feed program was not 
Sufficient to request assist- 


ance. These were: Choctaw, 
Covington, Cullman, Hale, 
Houston, Jefferson, Mobile,

BIKE SAFETY 


LESSON 8 
By: Chief M. W. Johnston 

Riding your bike in the 
country can be one of the most 
enjoyable adventures of biking. 
Before going on a bike trip 
in the country, it is wise to 
check out all mechanical func- 
tions of your bicycle and make 
sure that everything is working 
in good order. If you don't 
do this, you may find yourself 
stranded a long way from home. 
Remember, even the captain 
of an airliner checks-out his 
plane before taking off, be- 
cause he knows that he is res- 
ponsible for anything that may 
happen to it, himself and others 
who may be flying with him 

Often when boys and girls 
go biking in the country they 
want to take along some sup- 
plies; food for an outdoor lunch 
on the way, raincoat, a tent if 
they plan to be out over night, 
or other things of use on a 
trip. Anything you wish to 
take with you should be wrap- 
ped and carried on the back 
luggage carrier of your bike, 
and securely strapped down 
This is to prevent the possi- 
bility of loose items getting 
tangled in the rear wheel or 
the bike chain. 

When selecting the route 
you will take for your trip, 
avoid highways you know are 
very busy. Of course, never 
travel on a interstate high- 
way, as bicycles are not al- 
lowed on them. 

Now, even though you are 
traveling on a highway that 
isn’t very busy, you must re- 
main just as alert as you are 
when you are riding in city 
streets. All traffic signals 
must still be obeyed. Stop 
signs still mean stop, and do 
not fail to heed them. Think

of it this way: if there is verv, 
little traffic and ow are ap- 
proaching a country stop sign 
and you see no cars coming 
from either direction, if you 
proceed through the stop inter- 
section without stopping you are 
still taking a big chance. A 
car could easily come up over 
a hill, from one of the other 
directions, and if it were mo- 
ving at high speed, it could 
be at the intersection in a few 
seconds 


The main thing to remem-_ 


ber in country bike riding is 
that cars are traveling at high- 
er speeds by far then they are 
in the city. This means that 
you must be extra cautious 
that you are riding WITH traf- 
fic, staying to the extreme right 
side of the road. Often you 
will see people on bikes riding 
on the far left side of the 
road, directly toward the on- 
coming traffic. This is wrong! 
Do not do it! It is very dan- 
gerous. 

If the weather becomes dark 
and cloudy. use vour lights 
Don't wait for it to become 
completely dark...a fast- mo- 
ving car needs several hundred 
feet to see you! Make sure 
that you have on light colored 
clothing for all country riding. 

Never, under any circum- 
stances, ride in the middle of 
the road or do bike trick- 
riding in the country on the 
highway. There are too many 
hills and valleys that could 
hide an approaching car from 
your vision, and you from the 
driver's vision. 

In country riding there are 
many occasions when you will 
want to stop and rest. Do your 
resting well back away from 
the highway. A speeding car 
could go out of control and go 
off the road quite easily, and 
if you were sitting right at the 
edge of the roadway, you could

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be hit. 

When you are riding in a 
group of other bicyclist, always 
ride single filel Never ride 
side-by-side! Many bicyclists 
have been killed because they 
did not obey this rule for safe 
country biking!

_ Coffee County beef and hog 
producers who need additional 


hay can use some of the Pearl 
Millets of Sorghum-Sudan Hy- 
brid varieties. The Pearl 
Millet varieties are: Funks- 
Ml, Gahi-1, Millhy-99, Mil- 
lex-23, and Southgrazer. The 

Sorghum-Sudan .ones recom- 
mended are: Chowmaker, De- 
kalb SX-16, Funks 835, Graze 
N-Bale, Mor Su ll, Pioneer 988, 
and Summer Grazer. 

With adequate rainfall, they 
can be cut for hay 5-6 weeks 
after planting. Some growers 
may be able to get addi- 
tional cutting before frost. 
These crops are harder to save 
for hay than coastal Bermu- 
dagrass. However, if you can 
get 3 or 4 days of open 
weather, youcan clear it with- 
out any problem. 


WORM INFESTATION 

We expect a great increase 
in worm population in pea- 
nuts this week coming up. Dr. 
John French, Entomologist at 
Auburn, says that these infes- 
tations run in cycles; and in 
this area they may peak this 
week. Many growers are 
going to have to spray 3 or 
4 times to keep these worms 
under control. 

Insect experts have given 
a number of reasons for the 
insect build-up. Some think 
that many beneficial insects 
were killed during the hard 
winter. Another factor is that 
corn has been destroyed, and 
there are literally millions of 
hungry worms that are invading 
peanut fields. Growers could 
not do anything about worms 
in corn, but they can be con- 
trolled in peanuts.

PRESSURE CANNER VS. 
PRESSURE COOKER 

A pressure canner is des- 
igned specifically for pressure 
canning. There are two types 
of pressure canners: one has 
a weighted gauge that mea- 
sures 5, 10 and 15 pounds pre- 
ssure; the second type has a dial 
gauge where specific pressures 
ranging from 1 pound to 20 
pounds can be maintained. 
These canners may also be re- 
ferred to as pressure cooker- 
canners. 


If a pressure cooker has 
weighted gauge, but only has 
one possible pressure (15 
pounds), it is not suitable for 
processing canned foods.

If Your Property is 
Condemned 


Edwards saw easy money in the 
news that his suburban acreage 
was to be condemned by the 
county. Claiming compensation in 
a court hearing, he pointed out 
that the land had glittering possi- 
bilities 

“Some day,” he said, “when the 
town grows out in that direction, 
it will be worth a fortune as a 
subdivision.” 


But the court ruled that such 
possibilities were too remote to 
be considered in a condemnation 
award, As one judge put it: 

“Witnesses should not be per- 
mitted to enter the realm of spec- 
ulation by fantastic visions-as to 


future exigencies of growing com- 
munities.” 

If your property is condemned, 
you are entitled—by command of 
the Constitution—to be paid full 
market value, But value must be 
based on the realities of the mar- 
ketplace, not on pipe dreams, 


Nor can you boost the value 
artificially, One man, learning 
that part of his land was to be 
taken for a highway, quickly 
placed a house on that portion of 
the property, Then he claimed 
full compensation for the house. 

However, the court threw his 
claim out, The court said he could 
not fairly expect payment for a 
“loss” he had brought upon him- 
self, . 

“Compensation should be just 
to the owner,” said the judge, “but 
( should also be just to the pub- 
(File 

Nevertheless, the government 
has no right to shortchange you 
either, In another case, a corner 
of a farm was condemned for a 
county facility, The farmer, in 
presenting his claim, listed half a 
dozen spreading chestnut tree: 

“that were to be cut down. 

The county insisted it did noi 
have to pay for such minor items, 
But the farmer collected. He did 
so by proving that the trees, which 
sheltered the farmhouse in thei 
shade, were a real economic 
“plus” to the property.
